Though a fall in prices is normal at this 
season—and especially now, with the biggest 
corn crop since 1948 dumped into the mar- 
ket—this is .watched for possible political 
significance because of a parallel with 1948.

rieedlework, beocming a grandmother won’t make her 


like it. 


If your father, a scholar, irritably insisted on quiet 
whenever he was reading, the shrieks and shouts of your 
young hopefuls will be anything but music to his ears. 

Forget idealizations, realize the grandparents don’t 
become different from themselves because they are grand- 
parents, and you will spare yourself untold irritation and 
disappointment over your parents’ relationship with your 


children. 


Most aging men and women find it fairly easy to be 
the ideal grandparent when they see their grandchildren 
only occasionally. But when three generations live under 
the same roof, the charm of the youngest for the oldest 
is liable to wear off very soon—often, indeed, within a 


few days. 


THE NAGGER 

You will have hard going if 
your parents is temperamentally 
inclined to be nagging, irritable 
and interfering. Remember, how- 
ever, that you cannot protect 
your children against Granny’s 
aspersions on their bad man- 
ners, untidiness, loud voices; im- 
pertinence, or whatnot by trying 
to push her into being something 
she is not: Someone sweet and 
charming with the young. 

Deal with it realistically. Let 
your mother know that you know 
the children are a cross to her.

Speaking to the Atlanta Touch- 
down Club, he bore down par- 
‘ticularly on the limitation of spring 
practice to 20 sessions, and the 
30-freshman rule. 

“It seems to me,” he said,

| He said that 20 days of spring 
practice, as cut down from the 
old six weeks, are enough for 
teams with experienced personnel 
‘‘but not for a club like ours at 
Auburn, which has predominantly 
young players.

Georgia Author 
Mystery to Fans 


A man who has been a newspaper book reviewer off and on for 
about 20 years joined three of us as we were returning to the office 
after having had lunch with Nedra Tyre. 

‘‘Nedra Tyre,’’ he said reflectively, ‘‘That’s about the only Geor- 
gia author I never met. Strange, because she’s one whose books I 
really admire. I wonder why...” 

He wasn’t wondering why he enjoyed Nedra’s books, of course. 
Any dolt who can read knows there’s something special and wonder- 
ful about the way Nedra Tyre can write. He was really wondering 
why he never met Nedra Tyre, particularly in Atlanta where parties 
for book writers are a favorite, all-season, all-weather sport. 

He was wondering why it had never been his job to interview 
Miss Tyre or to have her 'photographed at home or autographing 
books or something. He was pondering the enigma of an author who 
enever had an autographing shingdig or a radio and press luncheon. 


And he set me to thinking about it. People say Nedra Tyre is 
shy, that she shrinks from the public gaze, that she’d rather her books 
didn’t sell at all than to have to get out and palaver with a great 
press of strangers. 

All that may be true. The occasions when I’ve met Nedra Tyre 
I’ve been so charmed with her wit, her gaiety, her small-girl good 
looks that I’ve forgotten to find out if she is shy and retiring. 


Come to think about it, I’ve neglected to find out a great many 
vital statistics about her—and in years to come all of us may regret 
that somebody didn’t find out about Nedra Tyre and set her down on 
paper before she becomes a legendary figure with a Greta Garbo 
aura. After all she has, published two good books, ‘‘Red Wine First’’ 
and ‘‘Mouse in Eternity,’’ and she has a third one coming off Alfred 
A. Knopf’s press in January. 

In years to come she may well be one of the few contemporary 
Georgia authors of real stature, one who’s remembered and read. 


Unlike Garbo—or maybe like Garbo, for all I know—Nedra does 
not moan to ‘‘be alone.’’ She likes people. She’d have to, to be able 
to set them down with the warmth and skill and tremendous compas- 
sion that you find in her books. She’s no shrinking violet in a group 
of four or five people but a lively and entertaining talker as capable 
as the next one of flinging a conversational harpoon. 

She will discuss her book with you, if you persevere. (This I 
‘know, the next one is a suspense story called ‘“‘Death of An In- 
truder.’’) But she doesn’t carry on much about the feat of being a 
published author because writing books is apparently as natural to 
Nedra as breathing. She has five or six finished manuscripts on 
hand all the time and when one is accepted she is pleased but not 
bowled over. I have no idea how old she is. (She looks about 12 
with her blue eyes, red-gold hair in a horse's tail and slim little 
sweatered and skirted figure.)
